Originally published in 1984, Peppers has become a chili icon—the classic and com¬ 
plete source for die history, biology, taxonomy, cultivation, medicinal and culinary uses of 
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the domesticated Ccipsiauu . This new addition has updates in each section. 

Artist and author, Andrews takes unique and creative license of style by leaving the 
fol iage nearly devoid of color in each illustration which places more emphasis on the actual 
peppers. This makes the 3 1 full color plates not just botanical illustrations, but selective 
windows to the individuality of each Cn/ts/cntn. Flaws on stem and fruit, the odd chewed 
leaf here and there brings the illustrations a naturalness juxtaposed to the unreal aspect of 
colorless leaves. You can almost leel the skin of the jalapeno with the characteristic crack¬ 
ing of its flesh as it ages on the stems.
